Washington, May 12.—Mr, Horatio 


Rubens, one of the three commissioners 
appointed by the war department to 
make reforms iu the Cuban code, has 
arrived here on temporary leave of ab- 
.' ence a:id has reported to Secretary 
Kent. Mr. Kubens has been assisting iu 
the investigation <»f the aliened postal 
frauds in Cuba and has been advised by 
the war department in respect to that 
matter. 


He refrained from any discussion of 


the details of the matter, but says that, 
notwithstanding the great interest ex- 
hibited by the American press in the in- 
vestigation, the Cuban papers have rigid- 
ly refrained from uttering any criticisms 
against the Americans, and even in pri- 
vate conversation the leading Cubans ] 
ignore the subject. They are animated 
in so doing, according to Mr. Rubens, by 
a desire to avoid reflecting iu any mau- 
cer upou the intervening power. 


Preparations for tlie approaching elec- 


tions in Cuba are being pushed with 
vigor. 
Mr. Kul-cus visited all pans of 


the island, and particularly the two 
provinces of Santiago and Puerto Prin- 
cipe, delivering blanks to the election offi- 
cials and instructing the alcaldes iu re- 
lation to their part in the electoral work. 
Conditions are absolutely peaceful and 
will so remain, said Mr Rubens. 


nefvixtratlon in Progress. 


The elections take place June 10, and 


the registration is now in progress. It is 
calculated that there will be between 
lu'0,000 and 200,000 registered voters. 


Mr, Rubens says that every precaution 


has been taken to renssnie the Cubans 
as to the intentions of the Americans. 
'"Hands off'' will be the motto, and the 
Cubans will be allowed to deal unmo- 
lested with the election. 
The registra- 


tion boards aie made up of Cubans en- 
tirely. The election boards will be like- 
wise constituted, and if there should be 
trouble the Cuban police vd!l be called 
upon by Cuban officers to preserve the 
peace. Only iu the event of se,rious riot- 
ing will the American troops act, and 
then they must be called for by the Cu- 
ban officials. 


Notwithstanding the fact that there arc 


at present three political parties in Cuba 
it has been determined that they shall 
not be recognized as such in the nomina- 
tion of candidates, bvt that nominations 
shall be made by certificate and ia al- 
phabetical order. 


Altogether. Mr. Rubens says, there is 


every prospect that the first important 
step toward Cuban autonomy will be 
taken with absolute safety and security 
aud in a manner to carry conviction a> 
to the ability of the Cubans to govern 
themselves.

jected and the reasons for their rejection, 
tnd the nickel and dime are not incliid-ed. 
This is the law on the matter reduced t<> 
wrdinary language: So long as the coin— 
whether it is a dime, a Quarter, balf dol- 
lar, dollar or a nickel or cent—is distin- 
guishable as a genuine United States 
coin and it* denomination can tje nsrer- 
taiued, the fact of its being slick or w»ni 
smooth doesn't count; it is good, lawful 
money, is a legal tender, aud no gnod 
citizen who respects the law should re- 
fuse it. 


Are "slick" silver coins good money 


and legal tender? Yes. Is the objection 
that they are worn smooth a legal 
tion to accepting them? Xo. Do shop- 
keepers who refuse them offend the law? 
Yes, for ignorance of the law is no ex- 
cuse is a well known legal maxim. ,. 


The idea of these shopkeepers that the 


dime or quarter worn smooth is no good 
is just contrary to the decision of four 
courts-MJje jury court, the supreme co'-irt 
and the conrt of errors and appeals of 
the state of New Jersey and later the 
supreme court of the United States. 


A conductor on a street railway in Jer- 


sey City one fine day, when walking was 
good, refused a silver dime tendered him 
by a passenger because it was smooth. 
The passenger declined to produce any 
other money at the request of the con- 
ductor, who thereupon ejected him from 
the car. The man brought 11 suit for 
damages, and it cost the" railway com- 
pany $5,000 to learn that one cannot re- 
fuse the lawful money of the United 
States aud treat it with contempt because 
it isn't as young and fresh as it used to 
be. 


The railway company took the case up 


to tho United States supreme court, and 
in every court it was beaten. 


This is a fact which is also good law,' 


and it may well be borne in mind by 
•those who are. subjected to tbe petty au- 
noyances of people who from overcau- 
Tion reject perfectly good money. There 
is no limitation put on the time when 
silver coin ceases to bo coin—that is. 
loses its legal tender character. 
The 


statutes place an express iimitf.tiou on 
the legal tender Character of gold coin- 
loss of weight by abrasion affects those— 
but that limitation does not extend to sil- 
ver coin, and the provision of the statutes 
is that silver coin shall be lawful tender 
so long as it remains lawful money of 
the country. 


The opinion published by Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller of the supreme court in the 
"slick" dime case: "This particularity in 
the limitation and .allowance as to gold 
coins is not found in the case of natuial 
abrasion in silver coins. This difference 
is very noticeable and important in a 
question of statutory nnd legislative in- 
tention. It seems by these statutes that 
so long as a genuine silver coin is wor.i 
only by natural abrasion, is not appreci- 
ably diminished in weight ami retains 
the appearance of a coin duly issued 
from the mint it is a legal tender for its 
original value." 


Now, as everybody knows, a silver coin 


ran go through a frightful amount of 
bard usage, even to being run over by the. 
•whcfls of a heavy freight train, and still 
unmistakably present the appearance of 
a coin which wns issued from tho mint. 
So this opinion is farre.nching. This de- 
cision wns, as bns been said, on the 
smooth dime case, but it applies to all 
silver coins and to •smooth nickels and 
cents. So long as the coin is distinguish- 
able as a genuine United States coin and 
it denomination can be ascertained, the 
fact that it has been worn smooth by 
passing from hand to baud or> by any 
accident does not take from its purchas- 
ing power. 
Every" good citizen who r«- 


spects the law will accept it. 


But suppose a conductor hands back 


a plugged nickel or even n. nickel with 
a hole in if, saying. "You can't vide on 
that." what would you do? Ten chances 
to 'one you would accept his ignorant 
dictum nnd hunt for another coin or give 
him a bill to change. 
But the truth is 


that he would be exceeding his rights. 
There is not a word in the law about 
mutilated coinage which includes nickels 
or cents. The law expressly forbids the 
lightening or mutilating of gold nnd sil- 
ver coins, but does not mention any other 
coins. The section of the United States 
revised statutes which covers this point 
says: ''Every person who fraudulently, 
by any way, art or means, defaces, mu- 
tilates, 
impnirs, -diminishes, 
falsifies 


scales or lightens tbe gold or silver coins 
which have been made or hereafter shall 
be made nt the mints of the United 
States, shall be imprisoned not more than 
two years and 
lined 
not more than 


$2,000." 


Not a word about pennies or nickels, so 


the individual who gets by mistake a 
handful of plugged or battered nick'.-ls 
and pennies inTJis pocket need feel no 
pricklings of conscience when he in turn 
tries to pas's them. They are lawful teu- 
der and. morn than that, the shopkeeper 
who exposes wares for sale is compelled 
by law to accept them. If .he is captious 
about it, he can quickly be brought to 
reason by quoting law on the subject.— 
Now York News.

Another tried to run 
ten miles each day in his narrow limits. 
Yet another busied himself inventing new 
arrangements for the two or three articles 
of furniture in his cell. Many nave-paced 
up and down each day for a number of 
hours. And whatever they did all alike 
were seeking to put in time, to while 
away the awful tedium of their monoto- 
nous lives, to respond to the natural crav- 
ing for exercise and to save their minds 
and bodies from actually withering from 
disuse. 


If instead of "human captives" we read 


"wild animals" in .ill this, we shall have 
a very fair portrait of what we may see 
every day in an ordinary menagerie. Why 
does the elephant swing to aud fro for- 
ever from his chain picket?

Occurrence — The Execution Bowl 
and the Infliction of tbe Death 
Penalty on the Victim*. 


AshantS, in western Africa, embraces 


about 70,000 English square miles in 
area, and its population has been various- 
ly estimated from I,0u0,000 to S.OOd.OoO. 
The country proper is one continuous for- 
est, and this is traversed by narrow, 
winding paths which are broad enough 
for pedestrians and chair and burden car- 
riers, but not for vehicles. 
Despite the 


dense woods there is a ronaarkable ab- 
sence of animal life, and men who have 
penetrated into the deepest paits of the 
woods have wondered at the absence of 
bird and beast. When the land has been 
cultivated, it has been found extremely 
fertile nnd productive of large crops of 
grain, vegetables, yams and fruits. 
Gold 


is also found in large quantities, and the 
principal exports are gold dust and palm 
oil. For many years it was one of the 
greatest slave shipping points. Twenty- 
five forts were built upon the coast in the 
course of as many years, and in these the 
European merchants carried on their 
slave trade. 


In this barbaric country polygamy ran 


riot to the extent that a king's regular al- 
lowance of wives was. 3,333, and the cus- 
tom of human sacrifice was so well estab- 
lished that a ruler could have his subjects 
or prisoners killed for no reason further 
than that he wished it done. The system 
of hnman sacrifice was founded to some 
extent on the idea of piety toward par- 
ents and superiors. It is the popular be- 
lief that one's standing in the next world 
depends on the number of attendants 
sent after him. Several times every year 
the king visited the places where his 
predecessors i.-crc kept. These were not 
buried, but they sat in state, their bones 
held together by links of precious metal. 
There the prisoners of war were brought 
before the king and executed in ways to 


point well taken, retired from the argu 
ment. 


''That night when the time arrived for suit his fancy. 


the bout Sullivan arose from his corner j in a sketch written by Colonel George 


189G,

A Roll of Paper. 


They were coming along Newspaper

The blood 
of the victims was allowed to putrefy in 
the bowl, and, leaves and certain herbs 
being added, it was considered a very 
valuable fetich medicine. 


"Any great function was seized upon 


as an excuse for human sacrifices. The 
king went every quarter to pay his devo- 
tions to the shades of his ancestors at 
Bantama, and this demanded the death 
of 20 men over the great bowl. On the 
death of any great personage two of the

head of the exposition, and the latter's 
response in accepting the transfer. Sou- 
sa's baud provided the music, and the se- 
lection* played were composed purely of 
American airs, except "The Marseil- 
laise." 


Americans began arriving at the pavil- 


ion shortly after lunch, and the scene 
during the interval preceding the opening 
ceremony rocinbled a Milan social gath- 
ering. 
Mr. I'eck reached the pavilion 


about - o'clock to await the arrival of 
M. 1'icard. who, escorted by Mr. B. D. 
AVoodward. asMstant United States com- 
missioner, elite-red rhe exposition gutc at 
the. Invalides bridge at 2:30 o'clock and 
proceeded immediately along the Quai 
d'Orsay to the entrance of the American 
building, which faces the Seine. 


After a brief glance lit the equestrian

M. Picard ascended the steps leading 
to the door. Here Mr. Peck stood sur- 
rounded by the members of the United 
Stall's commission, and as he welcomed

life, and his grave was afterward lined 
with the bodies of more slaves, who were 
to form his retinue in the spirit world. It 
was thought all the better if, during the 
burial, one of the attendant mourners 
could be stunned with a club and drop- 
ped, 
still breathing, into the grave before 


it was filled iu. In the case of n great 
lady dying slave girls were the victims.'1 


Then there was a death penalty for the 


infraction of laws. For instance, any- 
body who found a nugget of gold and who 
did not send it at once to the king was 
liable to decapitation; so also was any 
one who picked up anything of value ly- 
ing 02 the parade ground, or who sat 
down in the shade of the fetich tree. It is 
said that the king of Bantama, one of tho 
provinces, preferred a richer color in the 
red stucco on tbe walls of his palace and 
that for this purpose the blood of 400 vir- 
gins was used. 


When once a man had been selected 


and seized for execution, there were only 
two ways by which he could evade it. 
One was to repeat the "king's oath," a 
certain formula of words, before they 
could gag him. The other wns to break 
loose from his captors nnd run as far ns 
the Bantama-Kumassi crossroads. If he 
could rejtcli this point before being over- 
taken, he was allowed to go free. In or- 
der to guard against their prisoners get- 
ting off by either of these methods the 
executioners used to spring on the intend- 
ed victim from behind, and while one 
bound his hands behind bis back another 
drove a knife through both his cheeks, 
which effectually prevented him 
from 


opening his mouth to speak, and in this 
horrible condition he had to await his 
turn for execution. When the time came, 
the executioners, mad with blood, would 
make a rush for him and force him upon 
the bowl. Then one of them, using n 
large kind of a butcher's knife, would 
cut into the spine nnd so carve the head 
off. 
At grent executions torture was re- 


sorted to in order to please the specta- 
tors. 
It certainly seems that the people 


had by frequent indulgence become im- 
bued with n kind of blood lust nnd that 
to them an execution was as attractive 
an entertainment as is n bullfight to a 
Spaniard or a football match to nn Eng- 
lishman. 


The contract mnde between the king 


and the English government in 18TI con- 
tained a clause which provided for the 
abolition of the custom, but sacrifices 
were mnde until the expedition of 18'<>5 
was undertaken. The objects of this c\- 
poditinn were besides putting an end to 
human sacrifice to wipe out slave trading 
and raiding, to insure pence nnd security 
for the neighboring tribes and to settle 
the country nnd protect the development 
of trade. 
The expedition ended in the 


downfall of the Ashnnti IUIIK.

The cutting of tbe ice ou a i>ond is an 


intcrtfctiug process, and tbe equipment is 
peculiar aud varied. All tbe fall and wiu- 
irr. uutil tue harvest is closed, men and 
hort>es after every snowstorm scrape tbe 
iw to the slare with snow scrapers. 
When tbe cutting begins, a horse draws 
a marker across that portion of tbe pond 
immediately to b« cut, leaving a light 
straight incision along the surface. This 
is r«-i>*ated until the surface is all mark- 
ed off one way, each line being 24 inches 
apart. Then the groover goes over the 
same course, making the incision deeper 
and broader. 


The process is repeated, except that 


this time the mark goes at right angles 
to tbe lines drawn first, and at a distance 
of 3C inches apart. Then the course is 
gone over by tbe plows, until the line* 
each way are cut to a depth of nine inch- 
es. The ice gone over for the last time is 
ready for the "canal."

more of the ordinary 24 by 36 cakes is 
broken from the field. Ready men with 
pikes on tbe end of long poles push, it 
through the open water to the vicinity of 
the elevator. The '"canal" of course is 
longer tbe farther away from the elevator 
the men are cutting. The course must be 
kept open, and should it freeze during the 
night the new ice must be broken. 


The first men who receive the float at 


the elevator break it with their chisels 
lengthwise, and tbe smaller piece is sent 
under the plank bridge, where the cross 
sections are broken off. Each cake is 
then at hand ready for its upward jour- 
ney. The ''feeder" drives it with his pike 
to the proper position, when it is caught 
by a section of the endless chain, and up, 
up, up, it glides. The feeder must be 
careful and quick of eye to see that every 
piece of the 40 each minute that passes 
through his bands is whole, of the right 
size and gets its correct position upon the 
chain. 
A cake askew might wreck the 


whole elevator.

"clutch," who watches the cakes not only 
before they arrive at the planer, but after | 
they have started down the galleries, to 
see that no obstruction is encountered.

Several of tho natives 
who worn adepts at bird stalking man- 
aged to get so nonr tho strange monster 
that they threw themselves on tho bird 
and,

ful in capturing it alive. 
When tho huge 


bird was taken to tho township, "the is- 
|.nd parliament" was assembled to dolib- 
»rate on tho strange visitor, and it was 
agreed to tie its legs securely with strong 
cords nnd to tether it for the night to a 
stout pin fixed in tho ground near tho 
houses nnd to decido its fate the next day. 


On tho morrow the parliament was call- 


ed very early, as tho bird had mode such 
hideous noises during the night that hard- 
ly anybody could sleep. The bird was un- 
doubtedly considered nn evil emissary. 
AfterRcrious consideration tho verdict was 
given to have tho vile bird stonod to death, 
and the sentence was at once carried out. 
Months after thl?, when communications

BUCKLEY BURIED. 


Coroner's Inquest Being Held at the 


County Court House, Today, 


The funeral of Daniel J. Buckley, the 


young printer, whose body was fonnd 
on the river bottom at the en-i of Com- 
mercial wharf Saturday atternoon, as 
told in the Herald that evening, was 
held on Sunday afternoon. 


After the body wa« found Saturday, 


it was wrapped in canvas and removed

A jury comprising E. L.

It is understood that no marks of vio- 
lence were found, aud that the suspi- 
cion of foul play which was first enter- 
tained following Buckley's disappear- 
ance is now dissipated. The body was 
in a remarkably good state oi preserva 
tion.
